POUR PABRLARS, 


According to the books, ancient and 
modern, the term pour parler, which 
has been so frequently used in our for- 
eign dispatches of late, means conver~ 
sations and negotiatiors between par- 
ties in order to make an agreement. 
They are preferatory even to the more 
serious negotiations, and though they 
may result ina treaty, they form no 
part thereof. When it was dis overed 
that the difficulties in the way of the 
assemnbling of the proposed congress, 
from which so much was expected, 
were practicaily insurmountable, the 
diplomats left off negotiations to that 
end, and dropped back upon the more 
convenient and less frigidly formal pour 
parler. Usually diplomatic negotia~ 
tions are conducted upon the principle 
of repression and suppression. The 
atmosphere must be dry end the ther- 
mometer down to 38 degrees. Some~ 
times, in order that they may be 
perfectly calm and collected, it is usual 
for the statesmen who are to take part 
in the business to bandage their legs in 
ice cream freezers; but when it is an- 
nounced that there is to be @ pour par- 
let, Bz. jumps up and slaps Diz. on the 
back, and Andy shakes hands with 
Gorts., and they all go in to have a reg- 
ular spree. Thisis our understanding 
of a pour parler. It is intended to pro- 
vent war at emall cost and allow the 
diplomats to have a littlefun. Itisa 
pow-wow in which the stem of the pipe 
of peace is always sticking out, near the 
handle of a stone jug. 


PENNSYLVANIA POLITICS. 


The easy nomination of Col. Hoyt in 
the republican convention of Pennsyl- 
vania shows that the Camerons are still 
all powerful within their party. It 
also shows that the worst elements of it 
are stillontop. Mr. lioyt lives in the 
coal-mining county of Luzerne, and 
his nomination was chiefly induced by 
the belief that he can control the 
Mollie Meguires through a _ politi. 
cal bargain which wes . struck 
in 18756. This baigain is supposed 
to involve the pardon of the notorious 
Jack Kehoe. The preeent governor, 
Hartranft, is in the triamphant ring. 
Mr. Grow and the anti-Cameronites 
are crushed, and the ring that has long 
dominated the state, filling it with ra- 
pacity and corruption, are as powerful 
within the party as at any period in 
their history. 

But can they carry the state? The 
junior Cameron’s puiitical fortunes dex 
pend upon Mr. Hoyt’s success. If the 
democrats at Pittsburgh,on Wednet day 
next, put in the field a strong ticket, it | 
is the opinidn.of the best judges that 
Mr. Hoyt will be defeated. Said the 
Pittsburgh Telegraph just before the 
late convention : 

Mr Hoyt is not the choice of any considera- 
ble portion of the masses of the republican 
party for the gubernatorial nomination He 
will be weak, very weak, as a candidate before 
the people. There are many reasons for thi, 
whieh it is not neceseary to mention now. He 
is the merest tool of a few corporations. He 
lacks energy, and is a man of vertain habite, 
which render him unfit for the allurements of 
public life. It is hardiy necessary that we 
should enlarge on this. It will be teo saccessful 
ly done by our adversarica in the Scotch-Irish 
region of western Pennsylvania, if Mr. Hoyt 
heads our ticket. 

Wisdom at Pittsburgh is all that 
is wanted; for it seems to be un- 
derstood that ex-Senator Buckalew, 
who defeated old Simon in 1863, is to 
be pitted against the younger and less 
skillful Cameron. The next senate of 
the state, owing to the large num. 
ber of senators Shoiding over, will 
probably be controlie? by that party, 
but the democrats are confident of car- 
rying the house by 2 large majority, 
The acts of the ring, the odium of the 
Cameron dynasty, and‘the tyrany of 
the railroad corporations. will greatly 
promote such a regult. .

the more numerous, and there is as little 
doubt that they come almost wholly 
from the republican party.

“In short, if the Pitts- 
burgh canvention nominates an unex~ 
ceptionable ticket, we see at this dis- 
tance no treason why the democrats 
should not carry the state in Novem- 
ber, and’ soon after bury the whole 
Cameron family. 


INTERIOR WATER WAYS. 

The east wants a ship canal to the 
gulf; and of course she goes to con- 
gress at once. Two propositions are 
pending for that purpose, the basis of 
each being that there should be such a 
canal so that vessels of war and bodies 
of men may be thrown from one point 
to anotber without encountering the 
vicissitudes of the sea or the interfer- 
ence of a hostile tieet. The configura- 
tion of our Atlantic coast is tavorable 
to such a project. A_ short cana! 
would connect Cape Cod with 
Long Island Sound ; the Delaware and 
Raritan canal, forty three miles in 
length, unites New York with Phila- 
delphia on the Delaware ; the Chesa- 
peake and Delaware canal, fourteen 
miles long, unites the Delaware river 
with the Chesapeake bay. Proceeding 
down the bay to Norfolk the canal 
route is resumed by two canals on dif- 
ferent routes to Albemarle sound, one, 
the Dismal Swamp canal, twenty-nine 
n iles long, and with seven locks, and 
the othe: the Albemarle and Chesa- 
peake canal, fourteen miles, with one 
lock. All the canals along the coast, 
with the exception of the Dismal 
Swamp canal, have locks of uniform 
length—viz, 220 feet—while those of 
the Dismal Swamp canal are ninety- 
four feet. It is evident, therefore, that 
any steamer or other vessel less than 
220 feet long, 24 feet beam and draw- 
ing not exceeding seven feet of water, 
can go now by the inland route from 
New York to Pamlico sound. 

The plan as presented to congress 
seems to be strongly tinctured with 
North Carolina interests ; but there are 
vague intimations in; favor of an occa~ 
sional easy cut, or as_easy, dredging so 
as’ to extend the proposed water 
way to Florida ‘and even to 
New Orleans without once entering the 
open sea. The Jersey and North Car- 
olina capes*are, above all things, to be 
avoided ; the coastwise trade should be 
promoted ; the country need such ade- 
fence in time of war—these and other 
considerations are urged in advocacy 
of an interior channel of communica- 
tion. It is urged: that light draught 
monitors and torpedo,boats would thus 
be safe from ail the perils of the sea, 
and that commerce would be immense- 
ly benefitted. The memorialists de~ 
mand in conclusion an appropriation, 
Nothing is said about the old flag, but 
that seems to be understood. 

We have no objection to the scheme ; 
but it seems to us that, as the open sea 
is available, it would be best to first 
build the short canal that is needed to 
connect the Tennessee river wita the 
waters that flow to the south Atlantic 
coast, thus bringing the products of the 
Mississippi valley to t'.at coast and 
making an interior coasi.wise line more 
desiranle. In other words, it would 
not be wise to expend much on an ins 
terior line along the coast until we have 
brought to the coast enough business 
to justify it. The open sea will answer 
at present; but if the Tennessee were 
practical!y extended to the coast, a safe 
inland route wouid speedily become a 
public necessity. The eastern memo- 
rialists have begun at the wrong end. 


METHODIST FRATERNITY. 

Yesterday was the most interesting 
and significant day that will occur in 
the session of the general conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal! church south. 
The conference received Kay. C. D 
Foss, D. D., and the Hon. Will. 
Cumback, the fraternal messsengers of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, north. 
The reception of these gentiemen was 
cordial and their presence was the oc-~ 
casion of unteigned good feeling. They 
expressed in elegant addresses the feel-« 
ing of their own hearts and of the great 
Christian denomination they repre~ 
sented. These speeches appear else— 
where, and they wil: be read with in- 
terest throughout the entire union. 
They are significant utterances, preg- 
nant with a great meaning, which is 
daily becoming plainer. 

It is now useless to discuss the reasons 
which led to the sad disruption of the 
greatest denomination in America in 
1844, The attention and the interest 
of the two branches of this church and 
of the whole country are now turned 
to the future rather than to the past, 
and passion has long since been sup- 
planted by fraternal love and sectional 
Sympathy. It is but justice to the 
Methodists of the north to state that 
they made the first friendly advances 
after the war was over and the causes 
of the separation were forever removed. 
Their cvertures then pointed to a re- 
union of the churches, and the 
bishops of the church, south, 
gave a calm and dignified reply, in 
which they said that before union 
could be accomplished fraternity must 
be established, or in their own strong 
words, “heart divisions must be cured 
before ¢orporate divisiocs can be 
healed.” This reply mapped out the 
subsequent policy of both churches on 
the subject. Fraternal messages were 
exchanged at the general conferences of 
each until at length each appointed five 
plenipotentiary commissianers,who met 
at Cape May in the summer of 1876, 
and there by singular unanimity re-« 
moved every obstacle to formal frater~ 
nity. Since that time fraternity has 
not been formal only. It has been and 
now is earnest and sincere and hearty. 
These two great bodies of Methodism 
now really haye one heart, and work 
together in harmony and love. 

The events of yesterday will tend to 
increase this sympathy. There is now 
no reason why there may not be a 
strong hope that fraternity will ere long 
blossom into perfect love and bear the 
fruit of a real union. When these 
churches recognize each other jin the 
spirit of perfect Christian love, there 
is nothing to prevent their union“in 
temporal organization. That such a 
union would bring to both new 
strength and new hope cannot be 
doubted. That such a union would be 
a great step toward the full restora- 
tion of peace and love throughout

| unanimous cortsent to introduce a bill 
for the relief,of Martin R. Archer, post- 
master at Gainesville. 

The Record for last Friday contains 
the speeches of Messrs. Harris and 
Smith on the tariff bill, They were 
detivered on the previous day, and their 
publication was postponed one day in 
accordance with custom, that they 
might be tevised. Both speeches are 
full of facts and figures in favor of tariff 
reform. Mr. Harris discusses many 
collateral questions, all, however, re- 
lating to a revision of the present unjust 
tariff. Mr. Smith demands that the 
protective feature in our tariff shal! be 
terminated, and that free trade shall 
be instituted as soon as practi- 
cable. These,two,speeches should be 
printed tor general distribution. In 
the senate Mr. Hill spoke briefly, but 
earnestly in favor of an immediate re- 
peal of the bankrupt act. On the 
amendment tor immediate repeal, Mr. 
Hill voted “ay,” and Generai Gordon 
was absent. The final vote was taken 
on the September amendment, when 
Gen. Gordon voted “ay,” and Mr. Hil! 
“no.” In the house a vote was taken 
on the Heater case. It arosein Vir- 
ginia, an executor making a claim on 
account of stores and sup- 
plies taken and used by 
the United States army. 
In some respects it was 
a test case. The bil! 
was passed by a large vote. Messrs. 
Bell, Candler, Felton and Harris voted 
against tabling the bill; Messrs. 
Blount, Cook, Harris, Smith and 
Stephens did not vote. Mr. Stephens 
was paired with Mr. Harris of Massa- 
chusetts. 

Mr. Smith introduced, last Monday, 
a bill for the relief of E. McDonald, of 
Georgia. When the first vote was 
taken on Mr. Potter’s resolution for 
the investigation of the electoral frauds, 
all the Georgia members were present 
except Mr. Stephens, and he was pair- 
ed with Mr. Harris, of Massachusetts. 
Mr. Stephens presented some business 
from the coinegecommittee just before 
the vote was taken, showing that his 
pairing with Mr. Harris was not on ac- 
count of his own inability to attend 
the sessions of the house. In the sen-

THE CONDEMNED WOMAN. 


fhe Case of Mrs. Southern Dis- 
cussed im New York Society. 

We extract the following from the 
last “‘Fashionable News” letter of Jenny 
June: 

The case of Mrs. Southern, the Geor- 
gia woman, who, excited by jealousy, 
stabbed a woman to death, who haa 
for years tried to step between herself 
and the man who was her lover and 
afterwards her husband, has excited a 
great deal of interest among women 
nere at the north, and many and heated 
have been the discussions as to the 
amount of criminality involved in the 
deed. 

At a recent ladies’ lunch party where 
the subject wae discussed, it was a little 
curious to find how much sympathy 
was feit for the murderess, and how 
largely she was exonerated in the 
minds of nearly every married woman 
present. The argument wassimply thie: 
that the devotion of the husband since 
the act of killing the other woman 
shows Clearly that he deeply loved his 
wife, and that it was only his gallantry, 
his vanity, his azwour propre tnat were 
enlisied on the side of Ler unscrupu- 
lousrival, who evidently pursued every 
advantage regardiess of honor, decency 
and loyaity to her sex, or consideration 
for the feelings of a wife and prospect~ 
ive mother. 

For this kind of wickedness in women 
there is no punishment. The law does 
not recognize it, and the unfortunate 
wife is utterly at the mercy of a man 
who is impelled by his vanity to parade 
his influence over other women. That 
this wretched woman was driven to 
deeperation there is no doubt, and so 
common is the cause which impelled 
her to the fearful act, it is surprising 
terrible scenes are not more frequently 
enacted on this account.

Edison's Telephonae. 
New York Correspondence of the Cineinnati 
ommercial. 

The city telegraph system is to un-~ 
dergo a change which isa revolution. 
Edison’s telephone is to be substituted. 
A system of telephonic wires is to be 
erected centering at the city hall and 
diverging tothe suburbs. A manager 
at the centre will connect and dis~ 
connect these wires according to call. 
For instance, No. 424, who owns or 
hires a telephone, calls for No. 171, who 
has atelephone; the manager hooks 
these two wires together, and the par- 
ties eajoy a secret confab without any 
assistance, and with no danger of being 
overheard by any third perties. The 
insulation is complete. And as every 
one who has a telephone will havea 
directory of all others who have tele. 
phones, the increased convenience wil] 
be very great. Those who have 
acquired no right to a telephone 
will either have to use a public 
telephone or trust to the slow mes 
senger delivery of dispatches at pres- 
ent prevuling. I may add here that 
the Wesiern Union company will add 
to its 7,000 offices at least half as many 
more during the next year, the extra 
offices being small villages over which 
the telegraph wires nowrun. As these 
are too unremunerative to pay the 
wages of an operator, the new commu~ 
nication will be by telephone; a mouth- 
piece will hang down from the wire 
and be deposited in the postoffice or 
drug store, and every man who wishes 
to send a message will talk it into the 
inouthpiece himself. This nove] ex- 
periment will soon be tried on a large 
scale, and Dr. Green, the new presi- 
dent of the Western Union, has implicit 
confidence in its practicability.

Yesterday Judge Pittman heardand 
decided a case of habeas corpus inyolving the 
custody of a Jittle gir), Luja Garvin, abont six 
years of age. The petition was sped out by 
Robert K. Garvin, father of the child, against 
Mrs. Sarab E. Gourdin, mother, and Theodore 
8. Gourdin, step-father of the child. The evi- 
dence showed eubstantialily the following state 
of facts : On the 18th Gay of June, 1870, the pe- 
titioner and the said Sarah E were married ip 
Dalton, Georgi:, she being about fifteen years of 
age. They lived together in Atlanta until about 
the first day of December, 1573, during which 
time they had born unto them the litle gir! 
Lula. Onoraboutthe first dey of December, 
1878, the said Robert H. Garvin Jeft his family 
aud wentto Montgomery, Alabama, wherett is 
alleged that in January, 1874, he married Miss 
Emily Gammel. ©n the 12th day of September, 
1876. wife No. 1 filed bersuit for a divorce in 
Fauiton superior court, which war granted and 
a decree entered after two concurr pt Verdicts 
iv her favor on the 9th day of November, 1877 
The custody of the ch:ld, by said decree, was 
awarded to Mrs. Sarab E Garvin. There was 
no defense in the divorce case. On the 17h 
day of December, 1877, she was married to 
her present husbane, [heodore 8. Gourdin. 
During her first husband's abeence, ahd up ‘to, 
the time of her intermarriage with husband No 
2, she remained most o! her time with her father- 
1, Jaw, the father of Robert K Garvin, who 
cared fur be and thechild, and became much 
atieched to ‘be ehild, inéeedso much 60 that 
he tritd to reiain custody of her, and some 
time since ite mother f#ued out a writ of babeas 
corpus ior possession of it, befcre Judge Clare, 
against the grandfa her, in which case it was 
awarded to the mother. 

In the case betore Judge Pittman, yesterday, 
the father claimed that the decree in the divorce 
ca*e Was a mere ex parte proceeding,and bad no 
right in determinivg the care; alsothat under 
our statntes the fa'her ie entitled to the custody 
of the child Curing minority, unless voluntarily 
relinquiszed by contract or forfeited by aban- 
donment or failure to provide necesssries ior 
the child, which be clejimead was not true in 
this care, as he had leit his wife and child with 
his father during bis albweence, where they were 
well providea for; also that the legal existence 
of Sarah E Gourdin wse mergedin her hus- 
band. The respondents relied upon the decree 
in the divorce case, and prcof of desertion and 
marriage of the father to snother woman, 
and the statute which faye, that’ in all writs of 
habeas corpus sued out op sccount of the de- 
tention of a wife or chi.d, the cuurt, on hearing 
ali the facts, may exercee its discretion as to 
whom the custody of such wite or child shail be 
given, and shall heve powcr to give euch custo- 
dy of a child toa third party ”’ 

The case was ably argued by Judge WF 
Wright tor the petitioner, and T P Westmorelanoa 
for the respendente, after which Judge Pituman 
iseued the following oracr: 

“After herring eVicence and mrgument in thie 
case, it is ordered that tle order of the petitioner 
be denied, and that the chiid Lula Garvin, re- 
main in the custody cf Sarah E Gourdin, the 
mother, and that the petioner pay the sum of
